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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD 


We  present  our  annual  report  and  hope  everyone 
will  go  over  it  carefully.  It  has  been  our  aim  to  keep 
expenses  as  low  as  possible. 

The  tuition  expense  is  of  course  very  high.  For 
the  last  two  years  there  have  not  been  sufficient  funds 
to  cover  all  tuition  bills  for  the  year  in  which  they 
were  contracted.  There  are  twenty-nine  pupils  in 
Plymouth  high,  one  in  Meredith,  one  in  Ashland  and 
one  in  Portland,  Me.  We  should,  however  feel  proud 
that  these  young  people  are  going  on  with  their  edu- 
cation and  should  be  ready  to  help  whenever  possible. 
There  are  also  twenty-five  pupils  for  which  we  pay 
elementary  tuition  to  other  towns. 

The  board  earnestly  hopes  that  it  will  be  possible 
to  raise  more  money  for  the  support  of  our  schools, 
as  with  the  tuition  expense,  supplies  and  text  books 
are  increasing  in  price. 

We  urge  every  parent  to  visit  school,  also  to  make 
any  inquiries  relative  to  school  work  or  to  this  report.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Holderness: 

As  I  did  not  come  to  Holderness  until  the  close  of 
the  school  year  1932-1933,  I  have  of  course,  nothing 
for  that  year  to  report. 

It  was  evident  at  once  that  the  district  had  been 
endeavoring  to  improve  its  school  property.  This 
work,  probably  necessarily,  has  been  somewhat  uneven. 
The  Bridge  School  is  in  the  best  condition  and  the 
East  School  is  at  the  bottom  of  the  list.  The  children 
of  this  school  have  an  out  of  door  and  unprotected  walk 
of  at  least  fifty  feet  to  go  to  the  toilet.  There  is  no 
suitable  place  to  hang  wraps  and  place  rubbers  etc. 
The  wood  shed  should  be  so  placed  that  it  will  not  be 
necessary  to  bring  in  the  wood  through  rain  and  snow. 

The  detailed  reports  of  expenditures  show  that 
your  schools  have  been  conducted  with  strict  economy. 
The  salaries  of  the  teachers  is  less  than  the  average 
for  the  state.  The  transportation  is  reasonable.  The 
per  pupil  cost  is  about  at  the  median  of  the  state. 

Holderness  is  fortunate  in  that  it  is  able  to  have 
excellent  schools  without  an  undue  burden. 

Of  the  243  school  districts  of  the  state  219  pay 
more  per  thousand  of  equalized  valuation  than  Holder- 
ness. 

We  all  wish  for  our  children  better  conditions  than 
we  had  and  of  course  the  district  wishes  to  give  all  of 
its  children  approximately  the  same  opportunities.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  HEALTH  WORK 


To  the  Townspeople,  School  Board, 

and  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  medical  examinations  were  completed,  as 
usual,  by  Dr.  Palmer,  the  results  recorded  upon  the 
health  record  cards,  and  the  notices  of  the  defects 
found  sent  to  the  parents.  Dr.  Palmer  was  able  to 
vaccinate  the  few  he  found  in  school  unvaccinated. 

After  the  examinations  were  complete,  it  was 
voted  by  the  School  Board  to  join  a  group  of  nearby 
towns  in  hiring  a  School  Nurse  to  help  with  the  cor- 
rection of  some  of  the  many  defects  found  by  Dr. 
Palmer. 

Perhaps  it  would  be  interesting  to  enumerate  some 
of  the  results  of  the  examination : 

Pupils  examined  68     (7  absent) 

Defects  found        171     2.4  per  pupil. 
Defects  corrected      10     5%  of  defects 
Without  defect         6     8%  of  pupils. 

Underweight  11 

Defective  vision  25 

Defective  teeth  40 

Bad  tonsils  35 

A  careful  check  up  of  all  children  showed  very  few 
who  did  not  need  some  minor  or  more  extensive  work 
done  upon  the  teeth.  Plans  are  being  made  to  get  a 
skillful  dentist  to  come  to  Holderness  and  at  a  very  low 
rate  to  go  over  the  teeth  of  all  of  the  children  who  are 
given  consent  by  the  parents.  All  that  is  necessary  to 
complete  this  plan  is  some  organization,  such  as  the 
Red  Cross,  to  sponsor  this  work  so  that  all  may  have 
equal  opportunities  whether  they  can  afford  the  cost 
or  not.  Since  dental  corrections  seem  most  neces- 
sary, this  should  be  the  first  defect  to  correct. 

A  chance  will  be  given  for  the  children  with  the 
most  serious  vision  defects  to  be  fitted  to  glasses.  They 
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will  be  taken  to  an  eye  specialist  for  this.  As  soon 
as  the  weather  is  warm  enough  to  make  it  safe,  those 
needing  tonsil  operations  will  be  given  the  opportunity 
of  getting  this  done  at  clinic  rates. 

It  will  take  several  years  to  get  all  this  work  done 
and  the  children  put  into  physically  perfect  condition. 
Many  of  the  small  towns  of  New  Hampshire  have  been 
attempting  this  achievement  for  several  years  and 
many  are  approaching  the  goal.  It  takes  time  and  pa- 
tience but  the  health  of  the  children  is  worth  it. 

The  State  and  Federal  Emergency  Relief  Act  has 
been  very  helpful  this  winter.  It  has  authorized  the 
serving  of  half  pints  of  milk  to  about  twenty-six  chil- 
dren daily  in  school.  It  is  furnishing  Cod  Liver  Oil 
to  those  who  need  building  up. 

It  has  proposed  a  plan  of  helping  with  the  cost  of 
hot  noon  lunches  in  those  schools  where  this  is  a  diffi- 
cult matter  to  handle.  It  is  hoped  that  a  way  will  be 
found  to  help  with  the  expense  of  the  large  amount  of 
corrective  work  which  is  necessary  in  New  Hampshire 
schools. 

Very  little  progress  has  been  made  with  the  actual 
work  needed  in  Holderness.  Much  time  has  been  used 
in  getting  acquainted  with  the  local  situation  so  that 
the  Spring  connective  work  may  be  more  effective.
